These two together form a real poi­ 
son. affecting the nerves, tin digestion 
and the general health. Stewed ten Is 
almost as harmful as opium or cocaine. 
The habit of taking it in tt - way is 
soon formed, and the tea drunkard 
thinks nothing of consuming jo or 30 
cups a day.

"It has been too hot

Department of Forestry will do is to 
locate these and bring them to the 
attention not only of the communities 
m which they stand, but of the whole 
state. 
Wildfire in Missouri’s woods causes 
the loss of more 
timber 
each 
year 
than is needed to supply all our wood- 
using industries. 
The State Depart­ 
ment of Forestry will have to bring 
the severity of our fire losses to the 
attention of the whole State to the 
end 
that 
public 
sentiment 
will no 
longer tolerate wildfire in our woods. 
In particular attention must be call­ 
ed tn the nature of this loss for this 
wood is not burned up. 
The trees are 
not even killed as happens in the for­ 
est fires of the north and west. 
Our 
fires injure trees so that 
they 
are 
attacked by heart-rot that 
destroys 
their commercial value without kill 
ing them. 
Tree planting will 
be encouraged 
but the purchase of large areas 
out 
of public funds and their withdrawal 
from taxation for the growing of tim 
bei as a public business is not advo 
cated because it is not necessary. A 
soon as wildfires are kept out of Mis 
souri’s woods timber will be grown as 
a crop by those who own the land.

development.
